When raising my eyes to the sky I 
had rather be blinded by the sight of 
the sun than soothed by the faint light 
from the Dipper. And, in politics, I 
Say, avaunt pigmies! a few words from 
the Titans. In a day when the Lili- 
putians hold the.stage it is a treat to 
run upon a Brobdigmag, even on bunt- 
ing. 

A Great Memento. 
That was about the train of thought 


running through my mind when, drop- 
Ping into the law office of Hom. Albert 
HM. Cox the other day, my eyes fell 
upon, or rather rose to, the Hemry Clay 
fag hanging over his desk. There, 
thought I, is about the biggest thing 
in statesmanship this big country has 
ever grown, as full life size, from his 
great benign eyes, this counterfeit pre- 
sentment of the grand whig, the great 
pacificator. looked down with majestic, 
God-like mien, for the Geod Book says 
the peacemakers shall be called the 
children of God. On this flag-picture is 
a characteristic inscription: 

“Whigs awake! Arise! Fling off the 
dewdrops from your glittering gar- 
ments and march once more to battle 
and to victory!” 

This splendid souvenir of a grand oc- 
casion so fraught with grand memo- 
ries, was presented to Mr. Cox by Dr. 
Thomas H. Kenan, of Atlanta. It was 
given to him by his father, the Hon. 
As 3 Kenan, Of Baldwin county, a 
great whig and a great Georgian, to 
whom it was a gift at the memorable 
meeting he.ji at Macon, Ga., in 184, 
when Henry Clay addressed the people. 
The father and grandfather of Mr. Cox 
attended that meeting. 

Hon. A. H. Kenan was a member 
of the secession convention and voted 
against the ordinance of secession, the 
vote being 166 for to 130 against that 
tremendous measure, a fair mark of the 
whig and democratic strength in Geor- 
gia. Georgia went out of the union by 
36 votes, a less vote than it takes to 
Override the veto of a governor. But 
the whigs, although opposed to this 
move, stood by their state as gallantly 
as the gallantest. 


Mr. Cox Agrees to Talk. 


Thinking that the time is ripe for 
throwing light on the political situa- 
tion in this state and country, and 
devising some means for relief, I asked 
Mr. Cox a few questions; and let me 
say right here that, in this day of 
shallow, aimless thinking and dollar 
hunting, when men hardly pause to 
look up at God’s sky, much less to con- 
sider the good of their country,— 

It was a pleasure to interview a stu- 


dent, a statesman anda patriot. It was 
the time to interview him; it was the 
place, for what better place to ask a 
lover of his country to speak for the 
good of that country than beneath the 
folds of a flag bearing the image of 
Henry Clay, who fought a thousand 
battles for his country and not one 


against her! 

“Well.” said Mr. Cox, “on the Ist of 
January, 1909, the disfranchisement 
amendment to the constitution of Geor- 
gia went into effect. thus enfranchising 
freedom of thought in Georgia with- 
out possible threat. Before that time 
the whigs and whig-minded men of 
Georgia were unwilling tosubmit their 
distinct policies and take the risk of 
white division, with the black balance 
of power, possibly to decide Caucasian 
conditions. 

“Even though that low vote would 
doubtless have voted with the whigs, 
as it has ever been cast against the 
democratic party.” 

“You wanted no dark arbiter?’ 

“No, sir. We were unwilling for the 
negro to be the arbiter between us and 
our democratic brethren, even if he 
should fling his force on our side.’ 
For Home and Society. 

did whigs go to democrats?” 

“The whigss of Georgia did not go 
over to the democrats on economics, 
nor yet on our principles affecting ad- 
ministration in peace. But, regardless 
of politica] differences, we went into 
the white mass of that party to save 
home and society by a united south-| 
ern white front. 

“Now, that al! these things are over, 
we can return to our whig economics 
and the policies of our fathers.” 

“What is your thought?” 

“It is this: As the deluge is over, 
let's step out of the ark and go to 
work. Understand me, the whigs have 
never given up their principles, and, 
now, no imminent §$ danger requires 
them longer to be inobeisance to things 
which they do not think best for the 
south, or the country. For instance, 
all run to aid in putting out the fire

when a neighbor’s house is in flames, 
but each man returns to his business, 
and pursues it in his own way after 
the fire’s out.” 

“A good illustration.” 


A Glance at History. 


“Thanks. You see, government is a 


great business as well as a great 
philosophy, the latter in its constitu- 
tional law: the former is done daily 
in its administration. Upon constitu- 


tional principles a whig did not believe 


in nullification, and nearly every sin- 
gie one of them opposed secession. 
But in the south every last one of 
them resisted coercion.” 

“They were wise and true?’ 

“Yes, and the wisdom and the 
patriotism of the whigs have been 
amply vindicated by events. It was 
the name under which our forefa- 
thers struggled for their freedom in 
Great Britain, and, afterwards, was 
the party name, whig against Tory, 
under which their independence was 
established against Great Britain. 
Federalists, under Alexander Hamil- 
ton, and republicans, under Thomas 
Jefferson, were all whigs. Later on 
Henry Clay took that historic name 
and constructed a system under which 
all of our present grandeur as a na- 
tion is founded.” 


The Best Solution. 


“What is the best thing to do, po- 
litically ?”’ 

“In my opinion,” said Mr. Cox with 
measured emphasis, “the reorganiza- 
tion of the whig party is the best so- 
lution of the southern situation and 
of the national situation.” 

“Why?” 

“Well, first take it nationally. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of good men south 
beileve that we ought to turn over 
six or seven hundred millions of raw 
material, per annum, into fifteen hun- 
dred or two thousand millions of spun 
stuff; and that if the government, 
While collecting its taxes, can  en- 
courage this development, that sys- 
tem of indirect taxes should be adopt- 
ed. They do not believe in high pro- 
tective tariff, but do believe, at any 
rate, tariff does protect, and that a 
tariff for revenue only is a delusion 
and a falsehood. If a tariff law lays 
25 per cent for revenue only, that rate 
protects just as much as if the same 
rate was laid for the purpose of pro- 
tection.” 


Two Parties With Records. 

“Will they vote republican?”

will never participate in the manage- 
ment of the federal government until 
there are two political parties in the 
southern states nearly evenly bal- 
anced in strength, so that it can no 
longer be claimed in other parts of the 
country that the solid south acts sol- 
idly from past resentment and not 
from judgment made up in open de- 
bate and to be voted by publicly- 
pledged representatives.

What’s 
going to happen when the south has 
fifty million people if that geographi- 
cal line shall be maintained—#if the 
north and west still rule the south? 
What's going to happen if there is 
really no national party, such as I 
propose?

Some Great Whigs. 


“The party I am advocating was the 
party of Webster, of Clay. of Calhoun 
in his best days, of Stephens up to 
1852, of Hill until after the secession 
convention, of Herschel V. Johnson 
and of illustrious fathers in all sec- 
tions of the union. 

“Now, Mr. Watson, 
from on economics. but consider the 
greatest living southern man, if not 
American, follows after Andrew Jack- 
son, and I follow after Webster and 
Clay. Mr. Watson very properly 
goes back to 1856 for his democratic 
platform. I go back to 1852 for my 
whig platform. The whig doctrine on 
the tariff in that platform was as fol- 
lows: 

“Paragraph 5. That the government 
should be conducted upon principles 
of the strictest economy, and that the 
revenue sufficient for the expenses of 
its economical administration in time 
of peace ought to be mainly derived 
from duties on imports, and not from 
direct taxes; and, in levytng such du- 
ties, sound policy requires a just dis- 
crimination whereby suitable encour- 
agement may be afforded to American 
industries, equally to classes as to all 
portions of the country.’ 

“In 18356 the National Whig Conven- 
tion subordinated every other ques- 
tion to an appeal for peace, and the 
absolute necessity for avoiding geo- 
graphical parties. In the last conven- 
tion they declared: ‘The danger so 
clearly discerned by the father of his 
ecuntry has now become fearfully ap- 
the ns in the agitation now convulsing

Mr. Cox continued: 

“Please put it down, emphatically, 
that I am for the party of Robert E. 
Lee, who supported the last whig can- 
didate for president. and who was a 
statesman as well as a soldier.” 


Speaking by the Record. 


“As to Joseph E. Brown?” 
“Coming back to the tariff, Joseph 
E. Brown was the most sensible dem- 


ocrat who ever lived on the subject 
of the tariff. He said before the gen-j; 
eral assemb.y of Georgia, November 
15. 1880, when he camie over body and 
breeches to the old whig doctrine of 


internal improvements by the federal 
government, which the democrats had 
ever opposed: 

“I Know some are opposed to all 
internal improvements by the general 

ermment, but it is an unquéstion- 
@ble fact that there will be from 
seven to ten millions a year expended 
for this purpose, and, as we pay into 
the treasury our part of the money 
necessary to the government, I shall 
feel it my duty to do all I can, in the 
distribution, to get our Share of it in 
return.’ That is very like Mr. How- 
ell’s position about the tariff, and I 
think very wise. 


A Well-Settied Policy. 


“On the tariff itself, Governor Brown, 
in the United States senate, March 
27, 1882, declared that it was the well- 
settled policy of the country to raise 
its revenue by a tariff. strengly op- 
posed direct taxation by the federal 
government, claiming that that should 
be left to the states, and said: 

“If I had it in my power I would 
raise all the money necessary for the 
support of the government by tariff, 
and I would so adjust the tariff, 
which we have to raise, as to afford 
as far as practicable, incidental pro- 
tection to home industry and to 
American production. We of the south 
are more interested in incidental pro- 
tection than the manufacturers of the 
north. We are now in our infancy. 
Thev have reached neariy to mature 
manhood. They have skilled !abor and 
the most improved machinery. We 
have little skilled labor, and much of 
our machinery is not of the best.’ 

“In that same speech he stated, and, 
afterwards on January 23, 1883, re- 
iterated the fallacy of those who re- 
fuse to compare burdens under the 
tariff with burdens that would be im- 
posed under any other system that 
might take its place, and said: 

“"There are planters in Georgia 
from ten to twenty thousand 
dollars who live so nearly’ within 
themselves that they pay very little 
toward the support of the federal gov- 
ernment. If we abolish tariff and 
raise the money by direct taxation the 
property of those who live on farms 
will be taxed more than others, be- 
cause they have more property to be 
taxed than those who live more ex- 
travagantly and own less property. 
This’ class of substantial planters 
would, for the first time, feel the 
weight of the burden when called 
upon annually to pay about i five 
times aS much tax as they how pay 
to their states.’ 

“He made this absolutely 
said Mr, Cox, “and went into 
in the last speech referred to. 


May Go Before the People. 


“What ought to be done?” 

“I think the whig party ought to be 
reorganized at once and I propose to 
find out how much sentiment there is 
in the state favorable to it. Privately, 
a great many men have assured me 
that they wish to see it done. Prob- 
ably there wi!l be some means adopt- 
ed to make a test by campaign. I am 
only stating the best remedy, in my 
opinion, for the unsatisfactory situa- 
tion in the state and nation. I have no 
organ for propaganda of the idea, nor 
means Of campa‘gning for the idea. I 
simply submit the suggestion to the 
intelligence of the state.” 

“Will you go before the people?” 

“If adequately encouraged I should 
be pleased to submit it to the white 
primary of Georgia next year and de- 
bate it before the people. I think if 
a fair test could be made of it the 
people would be surprised. 

“lInless something of this sort shall 
be done I see no further hope in fu- 
ture politics.” 

Mr. Cox declared that the satate of 
Georgia, as a central) southern state, 
is the very place to begin the reor- 
ganization, and Atlanta, the Gate City 
of the South, the very city in which It 
should be started.

“To cut myself off from any pos- 
sible suspicion of tending toward the 
republican party, let me say that I 
favor the repeal of the fifteenth 
amendment, and the obnoxious parts 
of the fourteenth amendment, and 
would be in favor of planking it in the 
platform. 

“The whigs were always for an ele- 
vated electorate. As our affairs be- 
come more complicated the more neces- 
sity will arise for men who rule by 
the ballot to know what they are do- 
ing. Besides the fourteenth and 
fifteenth amendments mar the sym- 
metry of the constitution. Each state 
should have the right to determine.

“That way lies revolution, and if it 
be seriously threatened it will raise 
issues far wider and deeper than the 
mere right of the house of lords to 
meddle with finance.” 

Are the Lords Doomed? 

That challenge meant but One cOon- 
tingency, the contingency that the anx- 
ious Roseberry sees when he pleadg 
with the lords to accept the budget 
now and later go before the country 
in a general election looking to its 
rejection. 

It means that if the lords Dreak the 
precedent of generations and usurp 
the prerogative of financial) legislation, 
traditionally reserved to the commons, 
that the long effort to abolish the up- 
per body will be again broached, this 
time with conditions so shaping them- 
selves as to favor success. 

The “Wild Men.” 

But can the lords be held in check? 
That is the question agitating not 
Oniy Rosebery, but every British con- 
servative, who does not wish to face 
the consequences of a conflict which 
will divide England, as no event since 
the days of Cromwell and the Merrie 
Monarch. 

Goarded into unreasoning fury by 
the threatened curtailment of their rich 
profits and their wide rights, the lords 
threaten to become irresponsive’ to 
even the lash of direst expediency. 

And the “wild men of the woods” 
are the deciding element. These “wild 
men,” who compose the larger body of 
peers, ordinarily have no taste for 
politics, and remain quietly at home. 
They know little of and care little for 
the fundamental welfare of the nation 
and the ethics of the immediate ques- 
tion. <All they do Know and care 
that their vast incomes are in jeopardy. 

If they take the bit in their mouths 
and brush aside leaders and passion- 
ately reject the budget, they may un- 
derwrite their own doom and plunge 
England into a political conflict, the 
end of which is beyond the ken of the 
Shrewdest. 

In a few weeks the story will be 
told. In the meantime, the world 
awaits the result with an unusual] in- 
tensity of interest. If the radical un- 
earned increment proposals succeed in 
England, there are many reasons to 
believe they will be adopted in part in 
this country. 

Rosebery'’s Attack of Budget. 

The following summary of the 

speech of Lord Rosebery, made Septem-

in Glasgow, and setting forth 
the opposition to that measure, fs 
reproduced from the columns of The 
London Times. Keir Hardie, referred 
to In the synopsis, is the well-known 
labor leader. While the summary is 
not as explicit as it might be, it is 
reproduced verbatim from The Times, 
since the inadvertent comments of 
that paper reflect the conservative 
sentiment vividly. 
Rosebery’s Speech. 

The Times’ summary is as follows: 

“(jlasgow, September 10.—The speech 
which Lord Rosebery this afternoon 
made at ‘a meeting of business men 
opposed to many of the provisions of 
the budget,’ as the ticketg precisely 
expressed it, occupied about two hours 
in the delivery. 

“Lord Rosebery gave his own in- 
comparable variety of expression and 
emphasis to the thousand and one ob- 
jections which had already been ad- 
vanced against the government's finan- 
cial proposals, and he rested them 
upon the broadest public basis. His 
speech exhibited, as he said, ‘flagrant 
differences’ with his oldest and closest 
friends in politics; he declared that ne 
could not go with the liberal party 
upon the path of socialism, just as he 
had declared three years before that 
he could not serve under the home 
rule banner of the liberal leader; in 
short. he denounced the budget as 
forcibly and with as much evidence of 
public spirit as had been expected of 
him. But he refrained from giving 
any advice to the house of lords as 
to the action they should take. ‘Judg- 
ing’ (he said in effect) ‘by their prod- 
ding and taunting and daring of the 
house of lords, I have come to the con- 
clusion that the government wish the 
house of lords to throw out the bud- 
get. Their policy is Machiavellian, and 
their object is to spur the house of 
lords to @ decision which they (the 
government) desire.’ 

“To summarize the speech in order, 
Lord Rosebery began by saying that he 
had come’ to Glasgow merely to put 
his mind into the common stock. The 
meeting compromised nobody, for 
there Was to be no resolution 
—a most laudable omission.’ ‘It 
does not compromise me, he added, 
‘for I belong to no party: I .have for 
many years been @ cross-bench man.’ 
Fora peace budgetthe measure of Mr. 
Lloyd-George was ‘the most remarka- 
ble ever presented to any pariiament. 
Yet he would not call it a peace bud- 
get, for it made ‘implacable war 


against poverty,’ by an immediate in- 
srease of unemployment and a great 
pletion of capital from which wages 
paid. The multitude of taxes

create universal insecurity, and the 
vast sums which they would yield 
were to be used at the whim of the 
central government without parlia- 
mentary control. With extraordinary 
emphasis, perhaps one should even say 
passion, Lord Rosebery exclaimed, ‘It 


is indeed the destinies of Great Britain 
that are in the melting pot.’ 


“The first loud and general cheering’ 


the speaker, who in a 
parentbesis remarked, ‘I do not be- 
long to the unlonist party.’ paid a 
cordial tribute to ‘the courage, ability, 
and indefatigable industry of that gal- 
lant little minority in the house of 
commons,’ the followers of Mr. Balfour, 
in regard to the budget fight; but this 
characteristic courtesy was an aside. 
“Proceeding with his general indict- 
ment of the finance bill, Lord Rose- 
bery again described it as a revolu- 
tion, ‘a revolution without the man- 
date of the people.” Taxation used to 
be a delicate instrument; ‘now it is 
an instrument with both fists on.the 
keys and both feet on the pedals, and 
the result is anything but harmony.’

ROBERT DONALD 
OUTLINES BUDGET 


And Tells the Story of 
British Land Tax 
Exemption. 


Writing to the editor of The Consti- 
tution on the new budget, now the 
uppermost topic in the legislative 
wcrld, Mr. Robert Donald, editor of 
The London Chronicle, says:

Mr. Clark Howell, Editor The Consti- 
tution, Atlanta, Ga.: Pardon my delay 
in answering your letter of September 
28, but it reached the office while I 
was away on my vacation. 

I am not surprised that our system 
of taxation, as regards real estate, is 
not generally understood. It is com- 
plicated as well as antiquated. 

Land, as such, is not taxed. There is 
an antiquated land tax of four shil- 
lings, or a dollar per acre, fixed on the 
value which the land possessed in the 
reign of William IIL It is regarded 
as a kind of income tax and as a ruls 
is redeemed, that is, the state accepts 
a sum to redeem it, so that it does not 
figure in land transactions. I mention 
it in case you may have seen something 
about it, but it may be disposed of as 
not affecting the present problem at 
all, as it is—where it does exist—a land 
tax in name only and its yield is now 
quite insignificant. 

There are three phases of this land 
taxation problem: 

(1.) The urban; 

(2.) The suburban. 

(3.) The rural. 

Take the urban—Land upon which 
our cities stand is usually owned in 
great blocks by a few individuals. The 
owner of the land sells the use of a 
bit of it—a site—to someone else, who 
thus becomes known as the leasehold- 
er. He builds a house on it to occupy 
himself or to let. The site owner, or 
ground landlord, exacts as big a price 
as he can get to start with, for per- 
mission to build on the site. He ob- 
tains this in the form of an annual 
payment called the ground rent. The 
lease which he grants runs for vary- 
ing periods from 25 to 99 years. Dur- 
ing the period he receives his ground 
rent regularly and upon this amount 
he pays income tax just as on the rest 
of his income. The leaseholder who 
builds the house can sell his lease, 
which is as marketable as if it were 
any other form of property, always, 
however, under the conditions impos- 
ed upon him by the ground landlord. 
If the conditions have to be varied— 
the building used for a different pur- 
pose, say—the ground landlord in- 


and 


mournfully. ‘they are damned by own- 
ing property at all, and doubly damned 
by Owning property in land.’ Then, in 
dramatic transition, he passed to a 
glowing eulogy of the Janded class of 
this country for their devotion to civic 
duty and responsibility, especially in 
rural places. But taxes on land do not 
touch only dukes—‘and dukes I have 
always found a poor but honest class’— 
they affect the working class through 
the friendly societies which have in- 
vested their funds in land, and thus 
not only the dukes and the landlords, 
but the majority of the general popula- 
tion as well are touched by the injus- 
tice of the land taxes. 
Capital Expended as Income. 

“The increase of the death duties 
Was condemned on the ground that 
they are paid out of capital, and the 
chunks of capital so approprtated by 
the state were spent as income. If Mr. 
Gladstone were now alive he would 
be a centenarian, but, even  s0, he 
would be able to dispose very sum- 
marily of any liberals who proposed 
such a budget as this to him: for it 
sought to establish an inquisition un- 
known to Great Britain, a tyranny un- 
known to mankind. The latter de- 
scription Bord Rosebery supported by 
reference to the provision which makes 
xifts within five years of death subject 
to the death duties. 

Fiscal Policy. 

“In a passage which was closely 
followed, he saiqd many people would 
cease to defend free trade if this 
budget was the only alternative to 
tariff reform. Here there was great

He pays, as I have mentioned, income 
tax to the state on his ground rent, 
but he does not contribute in any 
way to local taxation, except with re- 
spect to the one house tn which he 
l‘'ves. Unoccupi-d houses, residential 
or otherwise, and vacant sites pay no 
taxation. 

A landlord may leave sites vacant 
for many years. Lord Salisbury, for 
instance, a few years ago destroyed a 
lot of old houses on the north of Tra- 
falgar square. This site remained an 
eyesore for many years. During that 
time Lord Salisbury—the ground land- 
lord—paid no local taxation or taxation 
of any kind for it; he did not contrib- 
ute to the lighting, drainage, police 
protection or the fire brigade neces- 
sary for vacant or unoccupied sites, but 
every year, owing to the pressure of 
increased population and the demand 
for theaters and other buildings in that 
central neighborhood, saw the value 
of his land increased. When he thought 
it had increased enough he sold the use 
of it on the system which I have al- 
ready described. Such, briefly, is the 
system in cities, 

2. The problem is somewhat similar 
in the suburbs, Round every city in 
this country you will see fields and 
corner sites remaining unbuilt on, 
while houses are rising up in the 
neighborhoed. These are building lots 
held up (while they ripen) by the 
largest Owners, who can afford to keep 
them out of the market for some years 
in order to reap a richer harvest when 
they Sell. In the meantime these fields 
and corner lots only contribute to local 
taxation according to their annual 
value. That valug is determined by 
the uses to which they are put, and 
may be nothing at all. It is more gen- 
erally grazing land. Thus the annual 
value upon which local taxation is paid 
on land of this kind near Lordon is 
only $10 per acre, while the market, or 
Selling or capital value is $10,000 an 
acre, or more. 

Unjust Profits, 


You see, therefore, under our present 
System of taxation, the monopolistic 
element in land enables ground land- 
lords to reap largely wh@re they have 
not sown, and to exact exorbitant prices 
from the municipal authorities for sites 
required for public buildings and pub- 
lic parks, 

3. Agricultural lands pay local tax- 
ation to the municipal authorities ac- 
cording to the annual value, but do not 
contribute to the state revenue. 

For many years there has been an 
agitation in the cities against this 
system, under which all public expen- 
diture goes to swell land values ab- 
sorbed by a few individuals, and the 
demand was for a system of local tax- 
ation by which the owners of the sites 
would contribute to the municipal ex- 
penditure of the community whose ex- 
istence created the value of that site. 
The present budget begins that reform 
for which the country has been agi- 
tating for many years. The budget 
first proposes to fix the taxation ac- 
cording to the capital value of the 
land, instead of its annual value.

He can sell the use of his land 
for another period and obtain more 
than double the annual payment for 
another period of fifty years or more.

There are many qualifications to meet 
special cases. For. instance, incre- 
ment duty is not charged on very 
small properties which are occupied 
by the owner, nor is reversion duty 
charged on agricultural land if the 
lease is for twenty-one years.

months. Now, the doctor either had 
no conception of the needs of the pa- 
tient, or else he was dishonest; there 
are only two ways to look at it. He 
either did not understand Syphilis and 
its treatment. or elise he was dishon- 
eat in telling the patient he could 
cure him quick, in order to encourage 
him to take his treatment. A quick 
cure in this case proved to be ex- 
cegdingly disappointing, and the  pa-

London, November 27.—There are few 
living authors who have had more 
written about them in the shape of 
fierce invective than Marie Corelli, and 
vet whose private and personal life 
in reality so little known to the 
writers, abusive and otherwise, 
though her books probably are more 
widely read than any ogher author's 
of the present day (with the exception 
perhaps of Hall Caine).

‘once gets started. This power or force 
/ works unceasingly day and night—an 
owner's property just naturally in- 
creases in value whether he wants it 
to or not.

Semi-central real estate usually 
looks high to the prospective buyer. 
This may be expected from the very 
nature of the case. Being intermediate 
in its nature, half way between resi- 
dential and business property, it rents 
out of proportion to its price, some- 
times it looks mighty high. This was 
true in the past, also. In looking 
over the records of the gilt-edge real 
estate in Atlanta. we find that fre- 
quentiy a buyer (paying in those days 
only a fraction of its present value?) 
would get cold feet and transfer his 
bond for title or deed for a small 
consideration. Thus he lost forever 
the chance to own the almost price- 
less frontage in the very heart of At- 


lanta. 


It is enough to make one’s mouth 
water to think of the opportunity that 
once confronted the citizens of Atlanta 
when the little business lots on 
Whitehal!] street were subdivided and 
put on sale. Along where Nunnally’s 
store is, or Rich Bros., or Maier & 
Berkele, the lots were cut small (23 
feet wide) and offered for sale. You 
can imagine how the good old citizens 
of those days would remark about the 
nerve of an owner asking $100 a foot 
for land, and predicting that it 
wouldn't ever be worth any more (just 
as the croakers do now). It reminds 
ns of the subdivision we are now of- 
fering on Forsyth street (in one block 
of the Southern Freight Depot), lots 
23 feet wide at $200 a foot. Just think 
what this will be worth in a term of 
years, when big buildings are all 
around and busy shops and stores 
built up on the subdivision. 


We have some really good specula- 
tions on hand right now for those so 
inclined. We mean places that you 
can turn over “next spring.” Some- 
times land speculations are long-shots 
and turn out bad; but right around 
Atlanta right now the thing almost 
figures itself out to a certainty. Wwe 
would rather sell to investors who 
pay cash, take a deed. and buy the 
land to keep. They always win. But 
some people speculate—if not in land, 
then in something else far more risky. 
One thing about land, it will always 
stand by you. The transaction will 
never be a total loss, as was the case 
eof a man who bought a car load of 
ice and it all melted. 


About the worst thing that befalls 
the land speculator is that he dont 
pull off his deal at the expected time. 
Sometimes he has to wait a year or 
two longer for things to come around 
right again. But he aiways wins out 
in the long run. No torce or combina- 
tion of cireumstances can ever take 
from land its inherent value. Even In 
ill-fated San Francisco, where fire and 
earthquake combined to make the 
greatest calamity that ever befell an 
American city, land values steadied, 
and then rose again. The owner who 


stood pat won out. 


In Atlanta today the air is vibrant 
with opportunity. A growing city that 
has not yet reached its stride, building 
permits, bank clearings and postoffice 
receipts foreshadowing a bigger city. 
A statistician who had never put his 
foot In Atlanta, if given the. figures, 
could predict that Atlanta would grow , 
rapidly. All the signs point to it. The 
citizen who lives here has an added 
source of information. In addition to 
all the facts and figures at his com- 
mand. he can go out on the edges and 
see long lines of homes pushing out 
into the fields. Up in the center he 
will see the preparations made 
more skyscrapers.

ANXIETY RENEWED 
OVER ANTI-TRUST LAW 


Stock Market Was Dull From 
Apprehension That Suits 
Will Be Instituted. 


?7.—The stock

New York, November 
market suffered today 
rence of anxiety over 
law and also from the satisfaction of 
a considerable part of ‘the demand 
from the outstanding short interests, 
built up in the weék’'s break in prices. 
The divorce of the St. Louis and San 
Francisco from the Rock Island sys- 
tem was accepted as a settied fact, 
and this course was attributed to fears 
of prosecution under’ the anti-trust 
law, in spite of assertions to the con- 
trary, designe@ to counteract this in- 
fluence. The renewed break in 
copper stocks caused another of the 
sudden changes of opinion over the 
chances for the proposed copper 
merger, which have kept the stock 
markét unsettled all through the week. 
The selling was sufficiently concen- 
trated and aggressive to give the im- 
pression of coming from important 
sources.: The organization of a bear 
party in the speculation, with opera- 
tion centering in Boston, was alleged 
as one factor in the action of the 
market. Some of the large selling 
was attributed to. the wealthy capi- 
talists of a speculative habit who are 
eonnected with the great corporations 
immediately aimed at in the govern- 
ment suits under the Sherman law. 
This suspicion of the source of _ the 
selling emphasized the apprehension 
over the results to follow from the 
anti-trust prosecutions in their larger 
bearings on the general position of 
corporations. Reading and the Pacific 
railroad stocks eshdred in the weak- 
ness of the coppers and determined 
the tone of the market. The Rock 
[sland issues themse’ves were strong. 
the decision to dispose of the St. Louis 
and San Francisco being.regarded as 
apparently a beneficial step, although 
the taking over of that system was 
made the-basis for a lively specula- 
tive advance at the time in the Rock 
[sland stocks. The favorable October 
net earnings of the Atchison served 
to hold that stock firm also. The 
bank statement showed a substantial 
loan reduction, both by the clearing 
house institutions and others, which 
served to offset the larger effect 
than ‘was anticipated of last Satur- 
day’s gold shipments on the cash 
jtem. The increasing supplies of 
commercial paper and the diminished 
inclination of banks outside of New 
York to absorb these offerings are 
noted as a possible sign of increasing 
firmness in the money market. 

Bonds were steady. Total sales, par 
value, $2.650,000. United States fours 
registered declined 1-8, and the cou- 
pons -t-4 per cent in the bid price on 
call during the week. .

December Liquidations Caused 
Losses of 1-4, 3-8 and 
1 Cent. 


November 27.—Renewed 
liquidation of the December delivery 
forced wheat to a lower level here 
today, prices at the close showing ioss- 
es of 1-4@3-8c to lic, compared with 
the final quotations of the previous 
day. Corn closed easy, while oats and 
provisions were steady. The December 
delivery Was again subjected to gen- 
eral selling. and as a result the pre- 
mium of that option, compared with 
the May delivery, was entirely dis- 
sipated at one time, both months sell- 
ing at $1.06. News of the day was 
more favorable to the bears, and this 
helped to weaken the market.

Satellites Strike Lunar Surface. 

The blazing flash seen in target 
practice when a shot hits the target 
was familiar to officers of the mili- 
tary service, and the flattening and 
spreading of the projectile was such 
as to give a peak in the center of the 
mashed shell, while at the same time 
a rim is formed around it, just like 
that seen about the craters on the 
moon. But the shot fired in the 
mightiest target practice on the earth 
is as nothing compared to that in the 
heavens, where satellites from 2 to 
60 miles in diameter had been hurled 
against the lunar surface with a ve- 
locity of over. a mile a second, and 
thus produced blazing conflagrations 
sometimes covering the whole side of 
the moon. 

Professor See pointed out that many 
of the craters are largely covered 
with cosmical dust, a kind of metallic 
or lithic rain. which had fallen from 
such conflagrations. There is no air 
about the moon in which it could long 
remain suspended. He said that the 
moon had never had any seas or 
smaller bodies of water, and that the 
lunar mountains were entirely due to 
impact of satellites against the sur- 
face: but thought that most of the 
great collisions had occurred before 
the moon was Captured by the earth, 
and. therefore, while the moon 
revolving in the region now 
cupied by the asteroids. The smaller 
asteroids are about the size of the 
falling bodies which have produced 
the larger lunar craters-——-from 20 to 
60 miles across. This is about the size 
of the planet Eros, which approaches 
nearer the earth than any other 
known planet. 

Many Hard Kraeocks Received. 
the surface of our 
moon shows how many hard knocks 
has received in: the past. Every 
planet has gone through a “similar 
experience, but those having atmos- 
phere and oceans, like the earth, have 
suffered such great geological changes 
that they have long Since lost all trace 
of ancient battering, while tnese in- 
dentations have survived on the air- 
less and waterless moon, to show us 
the terrific process by which worlds 
are formed.’ declared Professor See. 

In a second paper presented tonight 
Dr. See explainad. the obliquities§ of 
the planets by the impact of satellites 
against their surfaces. He said he had 
diseovered the cause of the obliquities 
from the case of Jupiter. whose axis 
is nearly perpendicular to the plane 
of his orbit At one time, Jupiter's 
obliquity was larger than that of the 
earth, or even Saturn. 28 degrees: but. 
as the greatest of the planets had 
gathered in satellites moving about 
the sun in planes having the average 
position of the Jovian orbit, the equa- 
tor had been tilted down almost .nto 
coincidence with it. In this way had 
arisen the small obliquity of Jupiter.

been formed by the impact of satel- 
lites, when the moon revolved among 
the asteroids or further out. ‘The time 
involved in the formation of the solar 
svstem was to be reckoned in billions 
of years, and something like four 

million vears may have 
since the moon was captured 
earth. In conclusion, he said 
principal phenomena of the 
solar system were now fully explained 
In accordance with known mechan- 
ical laws, and astronomers had gained 
an unexpected light on the origin of

But today a temptation to complete 
the educational processes right here 
assails the aspiring candidate for mu- 
sical honors There are opportunities 
now for graduate study of music in 
Boston, New York and other cities. 
Many of the strongest musicians of 
Germany, Italy and France have ac- 
cepted positions as teachers in the 
United States. If money is an object 
the young man or young woman, after 
laying the foundation of manual pro- 
ficiency, finds that in a large American 
city where one has an acquaintance 
with the musica) leaders of. the place, 
it is always possible to earn the honest 
doliar with which to continue the cher- 
ished studies. There are chances to 
sing or perform on the organ at 
churches, to teach in private schools, to 
secure social engagements, to play in 
orchestras at summer resorts. Even 
the grand operatic chorus is last 
opened to native Americans. 

With connections of this sort formed, 
the American student for utilitarian 
reasons, if for no other. decides against 
the contemplated finishing course in 
Kurope. If the whole process of grad- 
uating into professonal work can be 
accomplished pleasantly in charming 
associations, and without financial 
strain, in ones own country, why go 
fleewhere to endure privations and 
run up debts?

CONGREGATIONAL METHODISTS — 
PLAN WORLD-WIDE CAMPAIGN 


Following in the wake of the an- 
nouncement of the union of the north- 
ern and southern branches of the Con- 
gzregational Methodist church, and the 
more recent announcement of the un- 
ion with the Congregational Metho- 
dists of a division of the United Breth- 
chureh, there comes the informa- 
tion from the general conference of the 
church. which has been in Session at 
Anniston, Ala., of the establishment of 
a new department of the church work, 
namely: that of an official national 
headquarters for the combined forces 
of the church. 

It is announced that this was one of 
the most important actions taken by 
the conference during its session. The 
office of statistical secretary was made 
the national headquarters of the 
church, The resolution, which was 
unanimously adopted, creating the of- 
fice stated that the office was “for 
the distribution of general information 
and the furtherance in every way pos- 
Sible of all the departments of the 
ehurch activities.” 

“All church secretaries, editors, dis- 
trict and annual conferences, are urged 
to cooperate actively to obtain the ob- 
ject stated.” An Atlanta man, Ed- 
ward Young Clarke, was elected to fill 
the place of statistical secretary for a 
term of your years, together with a 
list of other general conference offi- 
cers already announced in the Con- 
stitution some days ago. 


Announcement was made some time 


ago that it was altogether probable 
that an official church headquarters 
would be made and to those on the in- 
Side of the work the matter came as 
no surprise. The growth of the church 
has been most remarkable In the past 
two years. 

For something like thirty years the 
church has been lacking in activity, 
but the past two years has witnessed 
progress that has been unusual. 

Nazarenes May Join. 

A matter of vital importance also 
came up at the meeting of the general] 
conference under the head of an in- 
quiry from the Nazarene church, look. 
ing to a union with the Congregation- 
al Methodists. This body of Christians 
is said to have in the neighborhood of 
1,000 churches. Amongst the number 
of their ministers is the famous “Bud” 
Robinson, far-famed for his pulpit 
power. So much in demand is he that he 
is dated four years ahead for evangel- 
istic work. The Nazarenes also have 
a camp ground near Indian Springs and 
a number of churches scattered 
throughout Georgia. 

There is also an application on file 
for union from a division of church 
forces in North Arkansas and a com- 
mittee has been appointed to investi- 
gate and see if it is advisable to admit 
them into the church. The establish- 
ment of official headquarters for the 
church means the determination of the 
church to push forward aggressively 
all the departments of church 
work.

/TRANS-ANDEAN TUNNEL 
HAS BEEN PIERCED 


The Event Is Made the Occa- 
sion of a Great Cele- 
bration. 


Santiago, Chile, November 27.—The 
tunnel of the Trans-Adean railway 
was pierced today, and the event was 
made the occasion of a great celebra- 


tion. 


The Trans-Andean railway project 
was approved by the Chilean congress 
in 1903, and the first section of the 
railway was opened in 1906. This sec- 
tion reaches from Arica to the foot 
of the Andes, where the tuniél be- 
gins. The Chilean section of the tun- 
nel was opened March 15, 19035, and 
the work of piercing the Andes moun- 
tains has progressed rapidly, Ameri- 
can methods and machinery being 
used. 

The tunnel is 5 miles long, and the 
highest in the world. Line now reaches 
to the summit of the Cordillera, and 
will join a railroad of the same gauge 
from Mendosa. The Trans-Andean line 
will continue on to La Paz, Bolivia. 
The completed line from Arica to La 
Paz will be about 300 miles long, and 
will cost in the neighborhood of 
$15.000,000.

Washington, November 27.—On be- 
half of Samuel Gompers, John Mitchell 
and Frank Morrison, the labor leaders, 
a petition was filed in the supreme 
court of the United States today for 
certiorari requiring the court of ap- 
peals of the District of Columbia to 
certify to the nation’s highest tribunal} 
for its revision and determination the 
appeal taken by them in the famous 
Buck Stove and Range case. 

in the petition it is stated that “the 
Questions involved in this case are of 
great public importance, affecting the 
views and conduct of many millions of 
people, including 2,000,000 who are by 
representation made defendants in the 
principal action. 

“The constitutional right of these 
people” of saying by word of mouth 
or printed publication to each othe& or 
to others tHat they do not propoée to 
deal with the plaintiff or purchase its 
products is advanced and the argument 
is made that several courts have 
Sustained this contention. 

Though the District court of appeals 
denied that they acted within their 
constitutional rights, though affirm- 
ance of the conviction of the three 
leaders for contempt corollary to the 
original suit, it is urged that a dif- 
ference of opinion on that point exists 
in the court of appeals, one member of 
which dissented from the judgment of 
the majority of the tribunal.

Washington, November 27.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Ready for distribution in about 
three weeks are the sets of cotton 
standards which have been prepared 
by the bureau of plant industry, de- 
partment of agriculture, under an act 
of congress making appropriations for 
the secretary of agriculture to estab- 
lish a standard for the _ different 
grades of cotton, etc. Each pre- 
pared represents nine grades, and the 
price per set has been fixed by the de- 
partment at $35. The bureau of plant 
industry has about 175 sets for distri- 
bution through purchase, in accord- 
ance with the act, and it was official- 
ly stated today that the entire output 
had been engaged. 

Grades Are Prepared. 

The grades, as prepared under the 
standardization act, are based entirely 
on color and dirt, and have nothing 
to do with the length and strength of 
the cotton fiber. The department 
hopes and expects that the next ap- 
propriation for standardization work 
witll provide for the inclusion of these | 
important factors ‘. the fixing of the 
grades.

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BASKETBALL HOW 
HOLDING SWAY 


Good Games and Good 
Teams in South This 
Year. 


Now that football has been 


into the discard and it is quite a long 
time before baseball! begins, the atten- 
iion of the sporting public will be cen- 
tered on basketball, with an occasional 
diversion of the fistic realm 
Basketball is certainly a pretty game 
watch. It is a game over 
ihe spectators can become enthused. 
A brilliant field goal thrown under dif- 
ficulties from a difficult angle, or 
some distance from the goal, brings 
the crowd to its feet on every Occasion. 
Some pretty team work in passing the 
hall at easy stages from man tw man, 
from one end of the field to another, 
criss-crossing, eluding one opponent 
after another, electrifies the crowd as 
nothing else will. 

For the information of 
not understand the game, the fol- 
owing description in brief may en- 
lighten them: The game is played by 
two teams of five men each, composed 
of a center, two forwards and two 
guards. It is played on a court about 
59 feet wide by 80 feet long. This is an 
ideal court. It is played on smaller 
and even larger cousts. 

At each end is a basket and it is the 
object of one team to put the round 
ball, which is not over 32 inches in 
circumference, into the basket, which 
is not over 18 inches in diameter. It 
takes quite a bit of skill to do this. 

The feature of the game is that no 
running with the ball is allowed. It 
must be passed or bounced along the 
floor, and after bouncing or “dribbling,” 
to use the official term, no shooting 
for goal is allowed. Fouls can be 
committed and this entitles the offended 
side to a free throw for the goal from 
a specified distance. Field goals count 
2 points and free tries one point. 

All in all. it is a great game-—a game 
that requires a quick eye 
What's more, it requires perfect phys!i- 
cal condition on the part of the play- 
ers participating in the game. A man 
that can play basketball, keep going 
at a rapid clip through the entire half, 
is in better physical condition than 
any athlete playing any other game, a8 
it is a@ greater tax on his stamina 
than any other game invented. It is 
not so rough as football, nor has it got 
the out-of-door advantages of baseball, 
but it takes a man who i8 quick, a 
quick thinker, fast on his feet, heady 
and with remarkable wind to play the 
game as it should be played. 

But this is straying from the point. 
Basketball in the south this year is 
going to be on a much higher plane 
than ever before. The teams are going 
to be more evenly matched than pre- 
viously; there are going tO be more and 
better games.

‘“‘People of Blue Ridge 
Circuit May Tremble.”’ 


Governor Brown yesterday address- 
ed a rather sharp rejoinder to Judge | 
N. A. Morris in connection with the 
dispute over the case of the negro, 
J. B. Kellogg, convicted in Judge Mor- 
ris’ court, and whom the governor 
subsequently declined to pardon. 

Mm his letter the governor quotes 
;two decisions of the supreme court of 
Georgia, which he says are most ap- 
Plicable to the present case. He de- 
clares Judge Morris could have cor- 
rected the error complaihed of in his 
own court, and says: 

“If such blunders as you 
this is shall continue to mark 
incumbency of their judgeship, 
indeed, the people of the Blue 
circuit may tremble. Yet, when we 
recall that some weeks ago, with 
Caustic words, you désmissed a jury 
| Which had brought in a verdict which 
did not suit you, we may ask if, in 
the Kellogg case you blundered, or if 
you trifled with justice.” 

Governor Brown states in his letter 
that in every instance in which ex- 
ecutive clemency has been asked, sup- 
plemental evidence not before the jury 
which convicted has been offered as a 
reason why that verdict should be 
overturned. In this instance, he says, 
no additional testimony was offered. 

Governor Brown's Letter. 

The letter follows: 

state of Georgia, Executive Depart- 
ment, Atlanta, November 26, 1909.— 
Judge N. A. Morris, Marietta, Ga. Dear 
Sir: The only possible motive I can 
have in answering your letter of this 
date is to correct your misconception 
of the duty of the one entrusted with 
the pardoning power and to call your 
attention to your duty as the judge of 
the superior courts of the Blue Ridge 
circuit of Georgia. 

In your letter of November you 
said of Kellogg, whom you sentenced 
to be hung, and who, in accordance 
with your sentence, was hung: 

“With that construction he was 
only guilty of manslaughter. ae 
Iie certainly was not guilty of 
such murder as would demand the 
death penalty.’ 

Conceding that the above was your 
' knowledge of the conditions shown in 
the trial before you, what was your 
sworn duty? I quote the supreme court 
in Moody v. Davis, 10 Ga., pp. 411-12: 

The people are the depository of 
judicial power with us. Judges 
are their authenticated representa- 
tives, charged with the duty of 
dispensing juctice, according to 
the constitution and laws of the 
state, and according to the consti- 
tution of the United States. It 1s 
ihe duty of the judge to enforce 
the whole law, it applies, in 
his judgment, to the cases which 
come before him. He has no dis- 
pensation justifying or excusing 
an omission to apply the law. It 
is wholly immaterial whether a 
principle of law be brought to his 
notice by counsel or 18S sug- 
gested by his own knowledge and 
observation. If the principle grew 
out of the case, and he believes 
it to be the law, he is bound by 
the responsibilities of his posi- 
tion—by his official oath-—-by the 
verv nature of his office—by all 
the expediencies of judicature—to 
give it full effect. To that he is 
called—for that he is clothed with 
the people's (Jf I may so speak) 
judicial sovereignty; and if con- 
science or aught else suggests a4 
higher law. and conscience cane 
not yield, let him retire and give 
place to those who are willing to 
execute the laws. It is the busi- 
ness of the judge to know the 
law: that he does know the law is 
the presumption of ajl the depart- 
ments of the state. He is selected 
(such at least is the theory) on 
account of his knowledge of the 
laws. as well as on account of 
other qualifications. He 1s . pre- 
sumed to bring to the bench fit- 
ness for its dnties. He is pre- 
sumed to be fallible, else why pro- 
vide. not only that he shall cor- 
rect his own errors by a power to 
grant new trials, but, also, that 
they shall be corrected by others, | 
by organized courts of review. | 
With all the aid that counsel can 
give him, and without aid from 
counsel. he is bound to labor to 
ascertain truth—the truth of the 
law. 

Now read, 
supreme court 
Ga., p. 894: 

A judwe will never. be required 
to render or permit: te-be render- 
ed a judgment in favor of a party 
who is in law not entitled to pre- 
vail, when the case is in limine 
and no estoppal is operating. At 
any time before verdict he may 
dismiss the case, strike the plea, 
or give the case such appropriate 
direction that the result will be 
consistent with the law appli- 
eable to the facts involved. A 
judge, when in full control of the 
case, having to stultify himself 
by declaring that a judgment 
should be rendered which well 
known to him and everyone not to 
be founded upon the law, reason, 
precedent or common sense, is a 
condition of which the legal mind 
should not be able to conceive. A 
party may estop himself from 
calling in question an erroneous 

| judgment, but that a court should 
be required to affirmatively hold 
that such a judgment must be 
rendered by it is not the law. 
never has been the law, and never 
ought to be the law. The mere 
suggestion of such an idea shocks 
the legal mind.

Hankow, 1909.—(Special Correspond- 
ence.)—-I write of the biggest steel 
Plant on the mainiand of the Asiatic 
continent. It lies here at Hankow, in 
the interior of China, seven hundred 
miles south of Peking, and as far west 


of the Pacific as Cleveland is west of, 


the Atlantic, It is in tne very heart of 
the empire, accessible by water trans- 
portation to a population of over one 
hundred millions; and at a point where 
raiJroads will eventually converge as 
they do at Chicago. The Yangste-Kiang 
is said to carry one-third of al! the 
commerce of China, and by it the big- 
gest ocean steamers can come right 
to these steel works during the great- 
er part of the year. Boats from a half 
dozen different provinces which con- 
tain coa)] and iron mines can reach it

The Chicago of China. 

Hiankow has been called the Chicago 
of China. It will eventually be the 
Pittsburg and Birmingham as well. 
The smokestacks of its factories are 
already polluting the air, and it has 
all the natura! resources of a great in- 
dustrial and manufacturing center. It 
has coal and iron on all sides, and de- 
posits of limestone. almost equal to 
Cararra marble in purity, lie in its 
back yard. 

Take the ore which 
is now using. It comes from 
mountain of tron, about sixty miles 
down the Yangste. The company has 
something like thirty-five square miles 
of iron deposits, and upon this are hills 
three hundred feet high. It is esti- 
mated that more than 259,000,000 tons 
are already in sight, and that the 
mountain which is now being mined 
contains over 150,000 tons. The ore 
is 66 per cent pure. I am told it is 10 
per cent better than our best Lake Su- 
perior, and equal to the highest grade 
of iron of Sweden. 

The coal which 
now comes from about two 
miles up the Yangste, and 
are so situated that it can easily be 
loaded and brought down by water. 
It makes excellent coke and. there are 
now about two hundred ovens on fire 
at the mines. The present coal output 
is about fifteen tons daily; and, with 
a little extra machinery, this can be 
increased to three thousand tons. Both 
the coa! and iron deposits belong to the 
steel company. although the iron mines 
have been mortgaged to Japan By a 
long-time contract which furnishes so 
much ore per year at a low price per

China's Steel City. 

But let me tell you about the steel 
pant itself. It Nes on the north bank 
ef the Yangtse. in the city of Han 
Yang, just west of Hankow, being 
separated from it by the Han river. 
There are three great cities at 
point. Hankow, where I am writing, 
has a population of over a million. It 
is the present terminus of the Han- 
kow-Pekin railroad; it is the chief tea 
shipping city of China, and is a great 
industrial center. It is an open port, 
and has several foreign concessions 
inhabited by Europeans. On the op- 
posite bank of the Yangtse-Kiang, 
which is here a mile wide, is Wuchang, 
another great Chinese city. This is 
about half as big as Boston, and covers 
a much greater space. It is the vice 
regai capital of Hupeh and Hunan, 
two thriving industrial states, both 
containing millions. Han Yang ex- 
tends far up the Yangtse above Han- 
kow, the three sister cities combined 
exceeding Chicago in size. 

The steel plant lies on 
Bowland at the junction of 
and the Yangtse. Up to a few years 
ago the ground on which it stands 
was a swamp, but tie viceroy, Chang 
Chi Tung, having decided that China 
ought to build its own railroads and 
make .ts own steel, chose this as the 
place. He was viceroy of the Hukwang 
provinces at the time, and his capital 
city was Wuchang. which lies in 
plain sight across the Yangtse-Kiang. 
He first raised embankments to keep 
out the water. and then filled up the 
several hundred acres of swamp until 
he haid raised the whole area fourteen 
feet. In this work the dirt and other 
materials were carried im by coolies in 
little shovel-like baskets swung to the 
ends of poles on their shoulders. Bas- 
ket by basket, they laid the founda- 
tion, and now no one would imagine 
that the ground had ever been any- 
thing but solid. It is covered with 
great factories and- foundries, and 
there are smokestacks 150 feet high 
rising upon it. 

Indeed Han Yang reminds me of 
Pittsburg. Its mighty chimneys, vom- 
iting smoke, stand out against the 
sky, and its huge foundries and biast 
furnaces can be seen for miles up and 
down the Yangtse river. Altogether 
the works cover about 120 acres, and, 
including the mines which supply 
them, they employ a forec of 20,000 
hands. There are about 4,000 hands 
in the steel plant .itself, and several 
thousand more in an armory and gun- 
works making rifles, artillery and 
small arms connected with it. Then 
Han Yang has a smokeless powder 
factory, a large electric works and a 
military academy, which has 1,000 
students. It takes about three hours’ 
steady walking to go through the va- 


rious establishments. 
Owned and Rus by Chinese. 


All these works are owned and run 
by Chinese. Of the 20,000 employves 
in the steel plant and mines, there are 
only twenty Europeans, and they act 
merely as foremen and advisory di-cc- 
tors. As I have said, the works were 
originated by Chang Chi Tung, and 
that as a government enterprise. That 
famous viceroy had memorialized the 
throne that it should not be dependent 
upon foreigners, but should build its 
own railroads and make its own rails. 
The late emperor, Kwang-Su, and the 
great dowager consented to this and 
directed Chang Chi Tung to go ahead 
and carry out his ideas. He did so, 
but was at a great expense and enor- 
mous loss. He sank millions, -nd was 
up to his eyes in debt, when the works 
were turned over to Sheng Kung Pao, 
China's multi-millionaire. Sheng 
bought them of the government, 
and, although he has nominally given 
them over to a stock company with a 
capital of $15,000,000 or so, he is still 
practically their owner.

llar experience. 

These three Chinese will rank as 
business men with the managers of the 
steel works of the United States. Fach 
speaks English as fluently as any 
reader of this newsparer, and under- 
Stands our books on steel-making. 

I had letters of introduction to the 
managers from Mr. William Martin, 
our consul at Hankow, and in the ab- 
sence of Mr. Lee my card was taken in 
to Mr. Tsang. Dressed in a black cap, 
a long silk gown and heavy 
boots, I found him dictating directions 
to a stenographer. He looked like a 
classical 
greeted in English: After a chat of a 
few mormpents, he took me over to the 
technical director, Mr. Eugene Ruppert, 
and asked him to show me through the 
establishment. As he did so a Chinese 
brought in an important tietter’ in 
French, and Mr. Tsang and Mr. Rup- 
pert discussed this in the French lan- 
wuage, as though both were born 
Frenchmen. [ doubt not Tsang can 
speak German as well, and that, al- 
though he has never been outside the 
empire. 

Making Steel Equal to Sweden. 

Leaving the office, I went through 
the various departments of the steel 
plant with the technical director. Mr. 
Ruppert has been here for seventeen 
years. He started in at the beginning 
with Chang Chi Tung, and is still one 
of the chief advisers and directors of 
the establishment. 

{ shall not attempt to describe the 
the rolling milis and 
the foundries. They are just like those 
of Pittsburg, Cleveland, Chicago and 
other steel-making cities. They have 
the finest machinery, and they throw 
their old machines on the scrap heap 
when they become worn out or ante- 
dated. For instance, at the start a 
costly Bessemer plant was put in, and 
most of the smelting was done by that 
process. Then it was discovered that 
there was too much sulphur in the coal 
to get good results, and Siemens-Mar- 
tin furnaces have been installed. 

The steel now produced is said to be 
among the best of the world. I saw 
many tests which proved its excellence. 
These tests were performed with cold 
steel. One was on the little iron fish- 
plates which fasten the steel rails to- 
gether as they lie on the ties. These 
plates are a half-inch thick, threes 
inches wide and a foot or more long. 
They were put in a machine by which 
they were doubled up as though they 
were India rubber, and that without 
the.sign of a crack. This was done 
with the cold iron. I saw cold railroad 
spikes twisted around and around unti: 
they looked like ropes, and sections 
of cold steel rails weighing ninety 
pounds to the yard twisted into rigan- 
corkscrews, without a crack or 
break anywhere showing. I stood up 
a piece of one of these rails about five 
feet long beside myself and a Chinese 
workman, and had Mr. Ruppert snap 
my camera to show how it looks. A 
rail which can stand that kind of a 
test could not possibly break with the 
cold. It is as tough as wrought iron, 
and can be bent up like a rope without 
cracking. 

Iron Rails for Chinese Trunk Lines. 

As we went through the works I 
saw great piles of steel rails, weighing 
eighty-five pounds to the yard, which 
are now making for the Oanton- 
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They do their work honestly and well. 
All that is necessary is to have «a 
good foreman in charge of each shop, 
and this is chiefly to keep the men 
from going to sleep. We prefer to use 
foreigners for foremen, and now have 
something like eighteen or twenty in 
our employ ag such. They are chiefly 
Germans and Belgians.” 
Low Wages for Chinese. 


“What kind of wages do you pay?” 

“Our Chinese mechanics and mill 
men get from ten to eikhty dollars 
Mexican per month; that is, from four 
to thirty-two dollars gold per month, 
men get from ten to eighty dollars 
gold per week. This is high in com- 
parison with the wages throughout the 
country, the common laborer outside 
receiving only about ten cents a day.” 

“What are yourhours?” 

“What are your hours?’

most of the rails for the Chinese roads 
of the future will be made at Han 
Yang. The government is granting all 
its new concessions, with the proviso 
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that the rails must be purchased of 
this Chinese factory, unless the bids of 
foreign firms are at least 5 per cent 
cheaper, the quality being the same. 
The Han Yang Steel Works has fur- 
nished all the iron for the Hankow- 
Peking trunk line, which is over seven 
hundred and fifty miles long. It sup- 
plied the rails for the railway from 
Nanking to Shanghai, and it is under 
contract to furnish those for the road 
now building from Kowloon, the port 
opposite Hongkong, to Canton. There 
is no doubt but that the Chinese can 
make their own railroad materials, 
and Mr. Ruppert tells me that they are 
now making steel rails and all sorts 
of structura! steel at a profit. 

Chinese Iron for the United States. 

During my walk through the rolling 
mill I asked Mr. Ruppert whether he 
ever expected to export steel to the 
American market. He replied: 

“Most certainly not. At least not 
during the present generation. We 
have already shipped considerable pig 
iron to San Francisco and to Japan, 
and we have sent one shipment to New 
York by the Suez canal and sold it 
just to show that we could do so and 
make money. As for the present and 
for years to come, we can do better 
by supplying the Chinese demand. We 
have now in hand enough orders to 
keep us busy until the end of 1910, and 


we are receiving more every day. In- 


deed, it will be a long time before 
China can keep pace with 
needs in such materials. We are build- 
ing new furnaces as rapidly as we 
can, and are already 
capacity.

As we walked through the plant and 
I saw new machines being installed I 
asked as to whether much of the im- 
ports came from America. 

“Not a great deal,” said the technical 
Girector. ‘“‘We use your locomotives in 
our yards, and we have some American 
machinés in our stee) works, but we 
find that we can buy better and cheap- 
er in England and Germany, and that 
the terms they offer are easier than 
those of the United States. As it is 
now we have three Siemens-Martin 
furnaces in operation, two under con- 
struction and five under projection. Our 
daily output of steel is 250 tons, ana

I asked Mr. Ruppert as to the Chi- 
nese as steel workers.

I have been em- 
ploying Chinese for seventeen years, 
and have used thousands right in these 
works. They are quick to learn. All 
need do is to put a trained man 
over each new hand for a couple of 
weeks, and after that the amateur can 
be relied upon to do the work for him- 
self. This is so even with complicated 
machinery. Take our new electric 
traveling cranes. IfI havean employee 
who understands them then I can let 
a Chinese coolie work with him for six 
days, and after that the coolie- will 
handle the machine. All of our opera- 
tions, in making every class of struct- 
ural steel, are performed by Chinese.

'a Siemens-Martin furnace of ten tong 
jeapacity, twenty puddling furnaces 
with one bloom mill, a plate-and-bar 
/mill and one rail mill of 6,600-horse 
|} power. To this installation were add- 
|ed the foundry and the shops for gen- 
| eral repairs. 

“The works were started in 1894 and 
at the same time were built an im- 
perial arsenal for making firearms 
and ammunition, crucible stee) and 
also a plant for the manufacture of 
powder and explosives. Until 1897 
both the arsenal and iron works were 
under under management, ‘and then 
ithe iron works went into the hands 
ie his excellency, Sherg Kung Pao. 

“It was under Sheng that the new 
plant was built. Everything was then 
modernized and plans were instituted 
which will eventually result in giving 
us 1,000 tons of finished steel per day. 

“At present the works comprise two 
old blast furnaces producing 120 tons 
per day, and two new ones, one beiffx 
now under construction, each of which 
will produce 50 tons per day. 

“The steel works now have three 
Siemens-Martin furnaces of 30 tons 
each, and one of 10 tons, with two 
more ‘under construction and five un- 
der projection. There is a meta! mixer 
of 150 tons capacity, a rolling mill 
with ingot-heating furnaces, which 
has a goggin mil! of 7,500-horse 
power, a beam mill of 12,500 horse- 
power, a beam mill of 12.000-horse 
mill of 6,500-herse power, together 
with several bar-and-speed mills of 1560 
horse power etch. In addition to this 
we have a chemical laboratory and 
testing works, large office buildings 
and all the other appliances of an up- 
to-date steel-making plant.”

FICTION” 


AGITATING ENGLISH CRITICS 


From a Stat Correspondent. 

London, November 27.—One of the 
prerogatives of a public benefactor is 
to occupy his dull moments by con- 
tributingsto the press scathing de- 
nunciations of contemporary fiction 
writers. A few years ago some Amer- 
ican authors were held up by the ears 
and exhibited as nature fakirs. At 
present the notable Londoner, George 
R. Sims, some members of Scotland 
Yard. and a few other earnest people, 
are breaking out in a rash against 
what they term the “impossible _ in 
crime” as perpetrated by the Raffles 
and the Arsene Lupins of modern fic- 
tion. The authors themselves, for the 
most part, preserve an amused silence, 
of course, this epidemic advertises their 
books, while even heightening the pub- 
lic’s interest in gentlemen thieves. 

Gentlemen thieves are not, however, 
entirely out of the range of several 
authors’ personal experience. et 
Antsey.” for instance, who is in the 
front rank of living humorists, had a 
particularily disheartening experience 
with one of his first contributions to 
popular journalism. He submitted to 
an editor an article on the “Food 
Value of Potatoes,” which was accept- 
ed. and which duly made its appear- 
ance under the author's full name— 
Thomas Anstey Guthrie. In about a 
month’s time Anstey, having received 
no payment for the article, called one 
afternoon at the offices of the paper. 

“But.” said the man who had charge 
of the cash box, in reply to a ques- 
tion, “this already has been paid for.” 

Anstey mildly protested. 

“Oh, yes,” persisted the other, “a 
man with a strong Scotch accent call- 
ed for the money before it was due— 
said he wanted it to pay his mother’s 
funeral expenses.”’ 

Some time later another of Antsey’s 
contributions appeared in another 
journal, and this time the author him- 
self called on the day set apart for 
payment. While waiting he got into 
a fascinating conversation with a 
stranger. Presently a boy entered the 
room and asked for “Mr. Guthrie,” 
whereupon both Mr. Anstey and the 
stranger made a movement to follow 
the boy, the latter, however, hesitated 
a moment and then boited down the 
stairs. 

In connection with gentlemanly 
thievery I remember Clement King 
Shorter relating one of his experi- 
ences. Shorter is a member of four or 
five literary clubs in London and is 
obviously a well-informed, delightful 
gossip. 

“I had just finished dinner,” he 
said, “when a servant announced a 
visitor, ge ecard was handed to me 
bearing the heme ‘Mr. John Lane Al- 
len. The visitor was a young man of 
prepossessing appearance. ‘You know 
my father? he asked. I replied in the 
negative. ‘Then it is no good my 
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calling upon you,’ he replied; ‘I often 
have heard him mention you.’ ‘A son 
of a writer I so much admire is very 
welcome,’ I said.” 

‘Mr. John” went into Shorter’s li- 
brary. made himself at home, partook 
of refreshment, and talked quite capa- 
bly of the atmosphere of his “father’s” 
books. Although the fact that he hat 
not an American accent had to Shorter 
an air of suspicion, his visit was 
quite a joy. A few days later the po- 
lice reports announced that “John” 
was no son of the distinguished 
American author, who. indeed, is un- 
married. “John” was sent to jail for 
obtaining money from the real Mr. 
Allen's publishers. 

“When he left it,” Shorter conclud- 
ed, “I hope he found some scope fer

That forfeiture of the felon’s chattels 
was abolished later and this function

The coroners also valued the deodai’ 
up to the abolition of deodands. Under 
this law, when any person was killed 
the object by which he was killed had 
to be valued, and the value of the 
deodand was forfeited to the crown. 
if he was killed by a bull, the bull was 
valued and the price of the bull was 
forfeited. The bull itself was killed. 
It was a serious matter when it came 
to aquestion of the running down of a 
man by a ship and of confiscating the 
ship. Deodands were abolished in 
1746. Up to that time the coroner's 
jurv had to value them. Recently 
there has been some talk of reviving 
the law of-deodand with reference to 
motor cars. 

Treasure trove covers 
where any gold or silver in coin, plate 
or bullion ts found concealed in any 
house, or in the earth, the owner 
thereof being unknown, in which case 
the treasure belongs to the king or his 
grantee.

ELBERTON’S WELCOME. 

The Elberton convention of Women’s

M. A. Lipscomb. After a few well- 
chosen words of greeting Mr. J. N.

Mrs. James Jackson responded for 

the Federation in the following beau- 
tiful address. Mrs. Jackson, after 
thanking gracefully and graciously 
the hosts and hostesses, told them 
something of the acts and aims of the 
Federation in the following fine ad- 
dress: 
_ “It is my privilege today to respond 
in behalf of the Georgia Federation 
of Women’s Clubs to the generous and 
delightful welcome which has been 
extended us. The heartiness of the 
welcome touches a responsive chord, I 
am sure, in the heart of every woman 
who has the honor and the pleasure 
of being a delegate to this convention. 
We already feel that it is good to be 
here. 

“For thirteen years our State Fed. 
eration has held its annual meetings 
in the various cities of the state, and 
it is with pleasure that we recall the 
generous hospitality that has always 
greeted us, but nowhere have we been 
accorded a warmer, a more royal wel-

cause so dear to every southern heart;

Magnificent Work Done. 


‘With each year of this federation’s 
existence there comes to me an in- 
creased conviction of the breadth of 
club work and the fullness of iis 
achievement. 

“Woman's clubs have been aptly com- 
pared to a telescope which brings into 
near view vast worlds of wants other- 
wise beyond our range of vision; be- 
yond our though‘, also, has our organl|- 
zation been compared to a telephone, 
by means of which people may hear 
the cry of the children and the yearn- 
ings to other mothers less fortunate 
than ourselves. May not our clubs 
be likened also to a searchlight _of 
many-millioned candle power, fieshing 
forth tn all directions—now into the 
factory district. where childhood is in 
bondage to capital: now into the rural 
and mountain sections, where illiteracy 
has forged its chains; now into the 
cities themselves. where sit countless 
women—women of heart and brain, but 
women crippled by luxury and blinded 
by selfishness. Women, did I sav? And 
do not men sometimes blink under our 
searchlimht? Ask of those legislators 
who passed the child labor Dill, the 
convict lease bill. the various school 
reform bills throughout the country: 
ask them if our little searchlight of 
investigation and inquiry did not help 
them to see the truth! Verilv, we wom- 
en have earned a new title: we are 
the “near law market.” We are rather 
vain of all that this little conveys. And 
the end is not vet. <All we need to at- 
tain that grand possible end is more 
workers among us, and more earnest- 
ness in our work. 
before us ean only be accomplished by 
united effort. Cooperation 
to the whole situation. 

“Cooperation. that law exemplified 
in all nature. If leaf did not cooperate 
with leaf to make tree and (forest, 
where would be the summer shade, 
where the fruitful valley? If rain and 
sunshine and soil held aloof one from 


for the general good, wher, would be 
the ,fair products of field and garden” 
If atom did not unite with atom. in 
accordance with the great law discov- 
ered by Newton, where would be the 
force of gravitation? 
intercommunication—no 
between man and man, 
tions, where would be commerce or 
government or progress? We women 
eannot afford to ignore the* same 
great truths. We must unite our 
forces. We must work together in un- 
broken lines. Why every woman 
the state is not a club woman Is an 
enigma to me, and why every club in 
the state is not federated is equally as 
puzzling. In this day of organized ef- 
fort, no argument ought to be neces- 
sary for federation. And there cer- 
tainly needs no argument for clubs 
in this eivilization of ours, which has 
thriven on sewing societies, missionary 
societies, card clubs and literary clubs 
of dry and sundry =

Report of Improvement Club 
of Gray. 


Gray is the little town on the Cen- 
tral railroad, down near old Clinton, 
the former county seat of Jones coun- 
ty. The little town contains but 
forty-six houses and has thirty-eight 
women in the club,and from the con-° 
versation of the gentlemen with the 
state editor the other day, when she 
addressed the citizens on club work, 
it appeared that every man in 
the town is not only ready to join 
the home club, but also the state fed- 
eration. It is needless to say that the 
town is growing. When progress is 
installed, growth and enterprise fol- 
low without any apparent effort of 
the citizens. 

Below is the report of the Village 
Improvement Club of this remarkable 
little town. Delegate, Mrs, Morgan: 

Gray Village Improvement Club was 
organized November 4, 1906. Object: 
Improvement in all lines, civic, men- 
tal, etc. Motto: Purity, progress, 
perseverance. Colors: Red and white. 
We pay no dues. 

Our first work was to plant out 
shade trees on the public streets. This 
was done with the help of the men of 
the town, who hauled the trees and 
overlooked the planting. They also 
helped us out with some money. 

We have tried for a cleaner town 
and have been ably assisted by the 
merchants, who burn their trash fre- 
quently, though perfection has not 
yet been reached. 

We have spent almost $150 on the 
school house in paint, pictures, desk 
for teacher, etc. Nearly every cent of 
this money was made by memopers or 
our club in many ways—Christmas 
booths, @ Japanese.-tea, Hallowe'en 
party, Valentine party, eating booths, 
etc. About forty shade trees were put 
out on the school ground. 

Weare now clothing and sending to 
school three poor children. 

We have started a library and mu- 
seum in the school. We have no ac- 
curate account of money spent. We 
ow. have plans on foot for building 
a library and music room combined. 
For this purpose we have on hand 
cash made by the club in various 
ways, $265.82, and $135 in subscrip- 
tions. We hope to commence the 
building at once.
